This material is sent for the preparation of a medallion 
relief of Professor Henry for some future use, and for the pre- 
-sent purpose of preparing an intaglio head for an official seal 
for the Smithsonian Institution. The seal should be an 
ellipse, as follows, 24 mm. on the major, by 21 mm. on the minor, 
axis. 

Please instruct the engraver to do away with the collar and 
neckeloth, so as to conform to the mint head, but to improve the 
portraiture from the larger medallion, if possible. 

If this head is made like an ordinary die I think it will 


answer all the purposes, especially if it can be protected from 
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rust; and a copy of the same die would answer for a medal. 


The die could then be mounted as a seal. I suppose this would 





be easier to do than to cut an intaglio in brass.

This material is sent for the preparation of a medallion relief of Professor Henry for some 
future use, and for the present purpose of preparing an intaglio head for an official seal for the 
Smithsonian Institution. The seal should be an ellipse, as follows, 24 mm. on the major, by 21 
mm. on the minor, axis. 


Please instruct the engraver to do away with the collar and neckcloth, so as to conform to 
the mint head, but to improve the portraiture from the larger medallion, if possible. 


If this head is made like an ordinary die I think it will answer all the purposes, especially 
if it can be protected from rust; and a copy of the same die would answer for a medal.
